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1 . (Twice Amended) A facsimile apparatus which is capable of receiving 
confidential image data from an origin and which is provided with a confi^ietlfial 
reception function, comprising: 

a memory which stores received confidenJiaHtnage data; 
a notification data transmissiooiK^ans for transmitting notification data to said 
origin indicating that the recgiv^ confidential image data has not been retrieved fi*om 
said memory; and 

a deletipffmeans for deleting the confidential image data from the memory in 
response tp<^ completion of transmission of said notification data by the notification 
data t|;;d:nsmission means; 

wherein said notification data is transmitted if the received confidential image 
fata has not been retrieved from the memory within a predetermined period of time. 



2. A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said notification 
data includes at least part of the confidential image data. 

3. A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said notification 
data includes time information of the confidential image data transmission, 

4. A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said notification 
data includes addressee information of the confidential image data. 

5. A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said notification 
data includes information providing notification that the confidential image data was 
erased. 



6. (Twice Amended) A facsimile apparatus as claimedJiuJaiflFH-; — 
wherein said notification data transmission meam.-te<fansrnits the notification data 
when transmission of the notification ilat^ls not completed successfully.

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a prohibiting means for prohibiting the deletion of the confidenti^ 
when the,i£afTsniission of the notification data is not completed within a 
redetermined number of retransmission attempts.

8. (Twice Amended) A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1, further 
comprising: 

an identification means for identifying a transmitter telephone number of the 
origin based on data transmitted with the confidential image data; 

wherein said memory stores the transmitter telephone number in connection 
with the confidential image data.

been outputted by the output rpdans within a predetermined time after reception of the 
confidential image data; 

a notification dat^ transmission means for transmitting notification data, 
indicating that confidential image data has not been outputted fi*om the memory, when 
the determination^eans has determined that outputting of the confidential image data 
from the menrjory has not been performed; 

Election means for detecting proper completion of transmission of the 
data; and 
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a deletion means for deletingjxmfidentiaTTmage data from the memory in 
response to detectiorij>fT5roper completion of transmission of the transmission data by 
the detfictioir means. 



12. A facsimile apparatus as claimed in claim 1 1, wherein said notification 
data includes at least a part of the confidential image data. 




13. (Twice Amended) A managing method for managing a confidential 
received image in a facsimile apparatus, the facsimile apparatus being provijied with a 
confidential reception function, the method comprising the steps of: 

receiving confidential image data and storing thereGetved image data in a 
memory in the facsimile apparatus; 

monitoring whether the st9j:edconfidential image data has been outputted 
within a predetermined tipa^^after reception of the confidential image data; 

transmitting^tification data, indicating that output has not occurred, when 
outputting opmo confidential image data has not occurred within the predetermined 
time; 

detecting proper completion of transmission of the notification data; and 
deleting the confidential image data from the memory in response to a 
detection of the proper completion of transmission of the notification data. 




14. A managing method as claimed in claim 13, wherein said notification 
data includes at least part of the confidential image data.

15. (Once Amended) A facsimile apparatus capable of receivmg 
confidential image data from a source, the facsimile apparatus comprj^g; 

a memory capable of storing received confidential iniage^ata; 
a notification transmitter adapted to transnxit-iKSfincation data to the source; 
a confirmation apparatus..adaptS3lo confirm receipt of the notification data by 
the source; and 

a deleting apparatus adapted to delete stored confidential image data, 
herein the notification transmitter transmits the notification data after a 
pr^etermined time if the confidential image data has not been retrieved, and the 
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deleting apparatus deletesthgxGfrfrdential image data when the confirmation 
apparatus con^Hns^ffiat the source has received the notification data. 
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
